1 . The drawings are objected to because they do not comply With 37 CFR 1 .84(t). 
Applicants must renumber the drawings in view of th6 cahcellatibn of Figures 2 and 4. 
A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not 
be held in abeyance. 

2. Claims 1 to 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.G. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1 to 3, applicants require the step of adding excess sodium acetylide. 
This is indefinite since it is not clear what type of excess is intended (i.e. molar, volume, 
etc..) and it is not clear what this is in excess of (i.e. the silane reagents, alkali metal, 
etc...). . . ^ 

3. The instant claims are neither taught nor suggested by the prior art. Pope et al. 
claim a process in which steps b. and c. in the instant claims occur in opposite order. 
Ishihara et al. also fail to teach or suggest a process having the required steps a., b. 
and c. in the order as claimed.
